THE FAMOUS SKULL OF CALAVERAS CO. 

A number of times the last’ year or 
two, we have seen, in eastern scientific 
papers, reference made to. the discovery 
of an ancient fossil skull discovered in 
a well under the old basaltic deposit of 
Table mountain in Calaveras county, 


skull, and was truly found where it is 
purported to have been found, it is in- 
deed one of the most important, discoy- 
eries of this half century, considered in 
its scientific and religions bearings. To 
help in determining the real claims it 
has upon public credence as @ real ‘dis- 
covery, we determined this year again, 
as we did four years ago, to make care- 
ful enquiry as to all the facts in the case, 
and combining all anew, to narrate the 
story of the discovery as the parties ‘re: 
lated it tous. Here is the account.

We talked some time with him, 
but this was all the important informa- 
tion he gave, that while he did not sus- 
pect what it was, he yet spent four days 
(we suppose a part of four different 
days) cleaning it, and) then gave it to a 
third man. This one-told us he kept it 
awhile, and sent it toa Dr, Jones, seven 
miles away, by some ‘persons’ who “were 
carrying quartz specimens to him. Dr. 

Jones we could not find, as he had moved 


_|away; but this last man said that, in 


eight or ten days afterwards, Dr. Jones 
sent down to make’ enquiries, saying 
the specimen was a human skull, Yet 
Dr. Jones never did-come himself to 
find out;the facts. ,Some time after 
this Dr. Jones gave the skull to Prof, 
Whitney, and Whitney at length came 
to make enquiries. But long before 


_» | Prof. Whitney came, the whole work in 


the mines had been abandoned, and the 
shaft was full of water,.so that he could 
not see himself anything about where 
the skull was found. 

Now this narrative, we believe, shows 
defects in the evidence too great for the 
discovery to prove of any scientific im- 
portance, witout other clearly corrobora- 
tive evidence in geology. First, the dis: 
coverer had no idea of its bemg of any 
importance, and threw it down with 
others for two: years, with no eare or 
thought of it. Human memory, in such 
cases, is generally too weak to be relied 
upon as to the specimen itself, as well as 
the exact time and place where it was 
found. But the first narrator said he 
took it out of the drift, just one hundred 
and twenty-eight feet deep, below old la- 
va deposits jammed against the slanting 
rock on the east side. The man isa

commits himself to the position that the 
human race lived on the earth at anim- 
mense period back in time, some hun- 
dreds of thousands or millions of years. 
The conclusion is one of such great im- 
portance, that an intelligent man should 
have clearer evidence than ‘this uncertain 
account, :before he ‘earnestly ‘comniits 
himself to it. We believe Prof. Whit-, 
ney was guilty of an egregious blunder 
when asserting that this skull was found 
as it is reported to have been. ‘We en- 
quired of many men in the locality as to. 
their impression. of -its diseovery, and, 
with one exception; they were unanimous 
in saying they believed ‘it’ a humbug. 
We object to no investigations or reve- 
lations of science, but. we. ask that ‘sci- 
ence shall always wait for sufficient evi- 
dence before it assert its conclusions ;

Letter to Rev. Dr, Holbrook. 


REV. J. C. HOLBROOK, D.D. 
Dear Brother :—I notice, with some 
in a recent issue of Tae Paciric. I 
presume that courtesy to you requires 
some reply. Iam sure that courtesy to 


be as brief as possible. 

I thank you for the assurance of Hout 
good-will toward the conductors of the 
American Home Missionary Society. I 
trust it will correct the impression which 
had been made by the disparaging jadg- 
ment which you had pronounced upon 
them, and by the erroneous statements 
of others concerning them, which you 
have published in Tux Paocrric. 

You have our thanks, also, for your 
suggestions as to the best. methods of 
conducting the affairs of this institution. 
They will be considered, and will have 
their just weight. Indeed, the measures 
you recommiend have been under frequent 
consideration for forty years or more ; 
and if I do not state here the reasons why 
they have not been adopted, I trust it 
will not be inferred that they have been 
rejceted without reason, or against rea- 
son. You justly claim that you “ have 
had much experience in the work of 
Home Missions at the front.” May I 
not claim ‘that the Executive Committee 
of this Society has had much experience 
at the rear, where alone its affairs can be 
administered ? 
In a former article in Tar Pactrto, 
you made a conclusive argument against 
an imaginary “ rule of the Society which 
prevented their aiding feeble city church. | 
es, where the salaries of the pastors must 
necessarily be larger than in rural places.’ 
I replied that no such rule ever existed, 
as the case of your ownchurch and many 
others proved. You now explain, that 
the rule which you “ objected to was 
not one that. precluded it altogether, but 
that limited it to those not paying over 
$2,000 salary.” You will be glad to learn 
that no rule of this sort“ever existed: 
The committee decide each case on its 
merits ; subject to no rule but that of a 
wise economy and consistency in the 
distribution of the Lord’s money—much 
of it the gift of the Lord’s poor. Whether 
this rule was violated in the case of the 
church at Stockton, to which you refer, 
is a question which I cannot discuss 
here, but we shall be most. happy. to sub- 
mit to the judgment of any intelligent 
friend of Home Missions in California. . 

You maintain that whenever there is 
a deficieney of funds in the treasury, the 
Society should borrow the money to pay 
the missionaries, ‘ “‘as’ the American 
Board does.” To this I reply, that the 
American ‘Board toes not borrow! money. 
It sometimes overdraws its treasury, by 
issuing bills. of ge, payable six 
months after their date, but it makes.no | 
loans. If it’ did) it -has/thé! means of 
| securing them. But this Society, has no 
property, and therefore no credit in the 
money market. “The executive commit- ' 
tee cannot borrow a dollar ‘except by 
pledging the ‘individual “éredit ‘of ‘its 
members. By what law are they bound 
to do this? The-laymen inthe 
mittee are active business men; using 
| their, money ‘and their credit in ‘their 
business. They cannot, should: not,’ will 
not, hold $30,000, $40,000, or $50,000, 
subject to the call of the Bociety j ip any 
emergency. Moreover, they liave given 
their services to the Society cheerfully, 
gratuitously, and at great sacrifice, week 
after week, for twenty, thirty; some’ of 
them for nearly forty years, besides con- 
tributing ‘liberally to ‘its funds.

Have you ever 
undertaken to awaken a missionary spir- 
it, and open the hearts and purses of a 
congregation, by appealing to their sym-

is one kind of Home Missionary experi-

At the 
end of four months, they say the reso- 
lution spread, consternation along the 
frontier, and many a little flock began to 
despair,” etc.; and though their debt 
still amounted to $85,000, of which, 
$35,000 (an amount equal to the entire

The Unity of ‘the Scriptures, 

In both the Old and. New Testaments 
we discern evidences of a divine origin. 
What if the records appear fragmentary 
and incomplete ! Cannot the work of an 
architect be discerned even in old ruins?

With this evid- 
ence of the divine origin of the scrip 
tures, there is presumptive proof of the 
unity of the sacred canon. When we 
see a certain architect, paper in hand, 
standing on the’ corner-stone recently 
laid in the old Yerba Buena Park, there 
is presumptive evidence that the lumber 
and stones that are being brought thither 
sustain a definite relation to the propos- 
ed City Hall. Examining the plan and 
specifications, we find that the stones 
correspond in number and size with the 
requirements of the architect, and that 
the timbers are adapted for the location 
assigned them. Of these facts the casu- 
al observer is ignorant. He must take 
pains to inform himself, else that pile of 
stone and lumber wit 
of rubbish. 

The heedless or the indolent Rafi

This inward monitor of virtue and in- 
dicator, judge and jury of waywardness, 
is, like every other unborn or attained, 
and cultivated elements to human ele- 
vation, subject to education aud culture.

If 
ever this ideal consists of superiority 
in the art of taking scalps, or saving 
souls, conscience is appeased by success 
in either.

Souls, assisted, im- 
proved, regenerated, bear no trophies

sassin it is left America 
to offer the worst examples of papal 
cruelty and intolerance, and to witness 
patiently outrages that in Rome or Vi- 
enna would meet with instant and ter- 
rible retribution. In the town of Cen- 
tralia, Pennsylvania, E. C. Greene, a 
teacher generally esteemed, and of su- 
perior ability, is at the head of one of the 
public schools. He happened, in private 
conversation, to reply vigorously to a 
Romish acquaintance who argued against 
Protestantism, and had treated it with 


little respect. The conversation was re- 


ported to the priest ; the next Sunday, 
the Romish children were forbidden to 
attend the school. An effort was soon 
after made to remove Greene from his 
position ; when theSchool Board refusin 
to consent, the Roman Catholics form 


a plan to murder him. Since the death’ 


Jean Calas, at Tolouse, indeed, no act 
of rehigious violence has su in cold 
vindictive malice this dreadful scene en- 
acted ina small town of Pennsylvania, 
under the protection of American law. 


One morning the teacher—and it was’ 
but a few days ago—entered his school. 
He found sitting there three men whom: 


he did not know, and one .pupil, a Miss 
Strauser. . The strangers enquired 
for Mr. Greene of the young girl and were 
waiting for him. She saw them enter into 


conversation with him, but ‘as he bent: 


down over the stove to, open the door, 
one of the. men struck him a severe blow 
with a slung shot. She now strove to 
escape, but a ruffian seized her and 
threatened to shoot her if ‘she dared to 


give the alarm. With what terror and 


confusion, we may well imagine, Miss 
Strauser was forced to look on while the 
assassins: beat the teacher until they 
thought him dead, and then cué off one 
of las ears. ‘They made their escape, 
and although several persons have been 
arrested and taken before Miss Strauser, 
she has not been able, to identify. any 
one of them. It is possible that horror 
and alarm may have confused her senses. 
Meantime Mr. Greene ‘lies in. a) dying 
condition. After his terrible wounds he 
contrived to get up, walk out. of the 


sehool-house, and was found lyin upon 
the earth, bleeding and insensible. - His 


head is severely cut, his skull is fractured 
m two places, one ear entirely gone, and 
his mind has not sufficiently returned te 
enable him to relate the particulars of 
the assault, or describe the persons who 
attacked him, | 
That a citizen holding one of the most 
respectable and useful stations in the 
community, the head of a public school, 
should be set upon by assassins because 
he spoke openly in defence of his religion, 
is a circumstance in itself sufficiently 
shocking. -No one’s ‘life or person, it 
seems, is any longer-safe, who ventures 
to doubt the divinity. of Mary or the su- 
reme authority of the Pope. He is 
iable to have his skull fractured, his 
ears cut off, to be exposed without’ pro- 


tection to the utmost’ malice: of that | Pe 


large criminal population that seems to 
grow up naturally under the shelter. of 
the Romish church. Statistics show 
that more than three-fourths of our crim- 
inals and paupers are Roman Catholies. 
In the city of Rome, under: the papal 
rule, the number of murders and. assas-.

The Jap- 
anese are her. nearest. neigbors on the 
East; they are of a kindred stock ; they 
use nearly the same characters in writing, 
and the written languages of the two 
countries are not very dissimilar; the 
dominant religion of each Empire is the 
same ; and all can see that the two na- 
tions must be first cousins to each other, 
if one be not the aunt of the other. It 
is probable that this treaty is only the 
putting into writing the unwritten laws 
of the national intercourse of past centu- 
ries. That intercourse may have been 
rather stiff and reserved, and it is there- 
fore possible for the two empires “hence- 
forward to draw closer to each other.” 

Indeed, in this new era of commerce, 
it becomes necessary that the two peo- 
ples should be on more intimate terms 
than ever before. They have but little 
choice in the matter. To us it is grati- 
fying to note the progress of events, and 
to feel that the world moves. It is thus 
that the common origin and destiny of 
mankind gets a new .endorsement, and 
that the real brotherhood of the race is 
acknowl _ Soon we hope to see.a 
deeply-felt need of christianity duly’ ac- 
knowledged. 


Reperts from some missionaries in 
Syria come, confirming the rumor of the 
destruction of Antioch in Syria, and some 


which occured two weeks after our Inyo 
earthquake happened. There are no 
earthquake belts or zones on the globe, 

but there are, and always have been, 
some regions more subject to earthquakes 
than are others; but. we know of no re- 
gion absolutely exempt from them; and 
of few regions where they are often des- 
.tructive, The heayier earthquakes of 
ancient history have all beéh in regiofis 
which are Subject to earthquakes more 
or less in‘modern times... -Atid nearly all 
the heavy earthquakes haye happened 
somewhere .in the vicinity of active or 
recently aétiyve ‘voleandes,. So that the 
phenomena of volcanoes and earthquakes 
result from the operation of identical or 
‘kindred causes. About three centuries 
before the christian era, Seleucus, the 
successor of Alexander the Great, built 
a city near the mouth of the Orontes, 
and called it Antioch, after the name of 
his father. It had its calamities and 
misfortunes, but steadily grew and in- 
creased four. centuries, and. more. 
In the time of Christ and of his apos- 
tles, Antioch was the seat of opulence, 
trade; culture, and power; and was the 
largest city east of the Mediterranean, 

and near its shore. It monopolized thie 
business of the far east, or shared 
it with Alexandria. During the first 
two centuries, christian churches flour- 
ished there, and’ at Baalbec, in Coele 
Syria, near the, sources of the Orontes. 
Finally came a decline of enterprise, 
business, population, and wealth. But 
these thirfgs were only the foreshadows 
of misfortune. Heavy and destructive 
earthquakes came, one after another, 
‘till the whole region was measurably 
desolate and forsaken; and finally, and 
worse than earthquakes, the Mohamme- 
dan conquest swept everything good away 
and has kept the land in a half ruined 
condition unto this day; but not with- 
out some assistance from a sympathetic 
earthquake now and then. If we recall 
events aright, it is now about thirty-five 
years since the occurrence of the last 
previous severe earthquake in Syria. We 
presume the reports that have reached 
us so far have come in an exaggerated 
form. The loss of human life, in par- 
ticular, is likely to be very much over- 
estimated. Nevertheless, there is a gen- 
uine call, no{doubt, for sympathy and aid 


doubly distressed. Most of the people 
live in humble abodes, from hand to 
mouth, and put far away the day of fore- 
thought, toil, and accumulation of means 
for a rainy, or shaky day. There are 
a few christians in that region, its sole 
brightness and hope, for'‘whom we may 
pray, 4nd. to whom send something more 
shapely, though not better.

The Assault upon a Missionary at 
Yucho. 


The recent assault upon Rev. Mr. 
Pierson, missionary of the A. B. C. F. M. 
at. Yucho, North China, was made by a 
‘mob numbering several hundred men. 
He had been preaching on the street as 
was his custom, and had started home- 
ward leading by the handa Chinese boy 
eleven years of age, the son of a native 
convert and himself a baptized child. 
The presence of the child with the mis- 
sionary awakened the suspicions of tbe 
crowd that “ the , missionary had . given 
medicine to the child to make him like 
him.” Itseems that among the Chinese, 
if & grown person is seen witha child not 
related to him,,he,.is,supposed to have 
some evil purpose concerning the child. 

On this,oecasion one of the.street 
teners stepped.up and asked the mission- 
‘ary how he came by the boy, and what 
he was going to'do with him. He re- 
ceived civil replies, but began to use in- 
sulting language, and was soon joined 
by a gathering crowd, who blocked the 
pathway of Mr. Pierson, calling out 


foreign devil,” beat him !’’ “ beat | 


him !”? Mr. P. took refuge in a shop, on- 
ly to be repulsed by the shop keeper. 
He then threw himself into a corner of 
the room and braced himself against the 
attacks which were already being made 
upon him by the mob. Sticks, bats and 
stones were hurled at him in the wildest 
manner. He was successful in parrying 
off many of the blows, but he received a 


large share of them upon his head and } 
breast, and the blood flowed freely from } 


his wounds and. nose. 

One native, not then a convert sprang 
out fromthe crowd and stood in front 
of the missionary declaring his innocence 
and begging for his life to be spared. 
This man was thereupon beaten and drag- 
ged off, although histwords may have had 
some influence with the mob, for they 
soon desisted from their violent attack, 
and permitted Mr. P. to make his way 
home without other disturbance than 
that arising from excited words and 
threatenings of further evil. The na- 
tive above refered to afterwards told 
Mr. P. that he tried to save him “for 
Jesus, sake.” He has since becdme an 
earnest inquirer after truth. 

Word was at once sent to Pekin of 
the disturbance, and the American Min- 
ister, Mr. Low, took up the matter with 
considerable vigor. Mr. Holcomb, the 
acting Secretary of Legation, was sent to 
Yucho, bearing a strong letter from the | 
Chinese Prince, Kung, to a Yucho magis- 
trate directing him to attend to the mat- 
terat once. The result was that seven 
of the evil doers were punished by hav- 
ing to wear wooden collars, four for two 
weeks and three for a month; many 
others were arrested ; silver to the value 
of 300 Mexican dollars was paid the Sec- 
retary ;@ proclamation was posted in 
the streets concerning the assault and 
the punishment visited upon the offend- 
ers, and the announcement was made) 
officially that speedy punishment would } 
follow the repeti tien. of the assault, It 
is gratifying to see such vigor displayed 
on, the part of our minister. in China, and | 
guch’ promptness on the part of thé Chi- 
nese Officials in punishing the offenders.

When Jesus said, “I am meek and 
lowly in heart,” he spoke, I think, not 
merely of the laws of his government, the 
rules of his service, the nature of his 
yoke, but of his personal disposition and 


character as well, Not only is his rule }. 


mild and gentle, the reverse of all that 
is harsh and oppressive, but his spirit is 


In one sense it is a surprise to us to 
find this trait of meekness so prominent 
in his fife. When we consider the rank 
of his being and the real dignity. of his 
estate, we might expect to find him mag- 
nanimous, forbearing, gracious and for- 
giving, but the special quality of meek- 
ness does not seem to be in keeping with 
what he is. 

And yet in another sense it is no sur- 
prise. Real greatness is always gentle. 
It can afford to be free from jealousy, 
irritation and self-assertion. Its dignity 
is always safe and invulnerable, though 
it wear this unassuming aspect. And 
then it belongs to Jesus, as our perfect 
example, and taking upon him all the 
sharpness of our human trials to show 
this temper for our copying. Certainly 
this was his character ; all his life bore 
witness to it. | 

We. are to learnit of him, and. by 
the inspiration of his gentle mien and 
mighty though suffering poiges, learn 
to possess it ourselves. | 

In us the quality is to be a lowly. and 


resentful reception of injurtes, a person- 
al bearing and tone toward all men, 
friend and enemies, that shall arrogate 
to ourselves nothing of superiority. _ 
It would seem as though this spirit 
should be quite natural to a christian 
self-consciousness, ‘What are we, and 
‘what have''we that ‘should ‘minister’ to 
our pride? Weare éalled sons of God; 
but it was only an adopting grace, that |

It is a quality of great price in the 


tion of ours can be more pleasing to 
our master, for he sees his own spirit: re- 
produced in us, his disciples. 

The divine mind will not brook high 
thoughts and high looks in us... With 
great energy God exclaims, “ Pride do I 
hate.” The law of the kingdom is, “ he 
that humbleth himself shall be exalted 
and he that exalteth himself shall be 
abased.”” The Infinite One has two. 
chosen residences : “I dwell in the high 
and holy place; with him also who is'of 
an bumble and contrite heart.” : 

It is everywhere a most impressive wit. 
ness to the power of religion upon. our 
hearts. It is natural to men to be angry | 
at a slight, to requite ill treatment; to 
feel self importance, to insist upon place 
and rights. And when a man is gentle, 
uncomplaining, peaceable self-re- 
strained under harsh approaches, it shows 
that some other than the spirit of. the 
natural heart rules within him. 

It is one of the clearest evidences of 
advancing saintliness. If one be really } 
mounting into the plane of the higher 
Christian ‘life, he will not show it by a

I observe many gentlemen here, who 
are doing me the honor of listening to 
these remarks, that have journeyed across 
the wilderness I have described. You 
will remember here and there an oasis in 
the desert. One—an oasis and green 
spot in the memory of your travel as 
well—is the Humboldt railway station, 
near where such appalling suffering and 
disaster befell the way-worn emigrants 
to Calfornia in 1850. You saw around 
you, in the midst of wide reaches of 
drifting sand, a splendid farm; a vege- 
table growth almost tropical in ‘its lnxu- 
riance; orchards, vineyards, lawns of 
deepest green, and harvest-fields where 
" plenty and content sing with the rea 
ers.” All thisin the midst of a Sahara- 
like wild, of which but lately it was 
part. And what has wrought the trans- 
formation? A rivulet lea from the 
far mountain-side has bee ree carefully 
along to the desired place and given to 
the thirsty earth. Sun, air, a marvelous 
climate, a soil rich but dormant by” 
drought of ages, have done the rest. 
You behold a garden where the caravan 
but a few years ago sank down in de- 
spair, famished, perishing miserably. 

In the special report on immigration, ' 
giving information for immigrants, by 

ward Young, chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, transmitted to the House of 
Representatives by the Hon. George §. 
Boutwell, Secretary of the Treasury, 
March 14th, 1871, it is stated that in 
White Pine “ the land is good, but re- 
quires irrigation ;” in Lander: ‘‘ plenty 
of good quality, but no water 

rrigate with ;” in Esmeralda: “in 

the vi valleys and on the streams there is 
good farming land; the land in this’ 
county has to be irrigated from streams,” 
showing the quality of land to be good, 
although of a semi-desert character at 
resent, and requiring only water to make 
it available for grazing and farming par- 

es, 

These plains, when properly irrigated 
by artesian wells, will, no. doubt, in the 
first place, become the favorite homes of 
stock. If the stock be near water- 
courses, they range at large and seek 
water where they please ; but if they be 
near wells, they must resort to these | 
wells, and, of course, will never wahdey 
far awa 

From all the evidence that can be 
gathered, there can be no doubt that 
with a sufficient supply of water. all 
these plains can be subject to culture 
and occupied by a permanent popula- 
tion. Farms, gardens, and vineyards 
will spring up in all directions, and it is 
a prospect which may be realized, in my 
judgment, by the exercise .of ordinary 
wisdom on the part of this Government, 
which now holds in its possession all 
these comparatively barren lands. 

It must be admitted, in view of. the 
facts which I have already stated, that 
these immense plains must inevitably, 
without this supply of water, (which 
can be obtained only by sinking artesi- 
an wells) remain worthless, arid deserts, 
uninhabited, to any great extent, Sor. | 
ever. It is therefore the best economy 
for the Government itself to offerdiberal | 
grants of these now valueless lands, in 
order to secure their reclamation.— Hon. 
C. W. Kendall. 


Lake Villages 3 in Switzbrland) 


An in archzological discovery 
has recently been made on the shores of 
the Lake of Bienne.
